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PROFILE: 

RAS  TAFARI  OF  ETHIOPIA 

Ras  Tafari  (to  be  given  the  name  Haile  Selassie  in  1930)  was  christened  as  Liz 
Tafari  in  July  1892.  As  one  of  a  large  number  of  Ethiopian  noblemen  he  had  little 
prospect  of  ever  ascending  the  Ethiopian  throne.  His  education  was  the  same  as  that 
given  to  other  Ethiopian  noblemen  but  his  scholastic  attainments,  his  personal  dignity 
and  his  intellectual  powers  so  impressed  the  Emperor  Menelik  that  he  felt  obliged 
to  grant  him  important  political  recognition. 

At  the  age  of  fourteen  Liz  Tafari  was  appointed  Dejazmatch,  (“Commander  of 
the  Door” — a  title  given  to  senior  dignitaries),  and  two  years  later  in  1908  was  made 
Governor  of  Sidano.  On  the  death  of  his  father  and  eldest  brother  in  1910,  he  became 
Governor  of  his  native  state,  Harar. 

Emperor  Menelik  died  in  1913  and  his  grandson,  Liz  Yasu  succeeded  to  the 
throne,  but  his  personal  weakness  and  unreliability  combined  with  a  growing  involve¬ 
ment  with  Islam  and  its  religion,  made  him  unpopular  with  the  Christian  majority 
of  the  people.  As  a  direct  result  of  this  Dejazmatch  Tafari  found  himself  the  rallying 
point  of  the  resistance  forces.  His  leadership  and  political  aspirations  eventually 
brought  about  the  deposition  of  Liz  Yasu  in  1916.  However,  Menelik’s  daughter  was 
crowned  Empress  Zauditu  and  Liz  Tafari  was  successful  in  having  himself  chosen 
to  be  her  Prince  Regent  making  him  a  direct  heir  to  the  throne  and  gaining  him  the 
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new  title  of  “Ras  Tafari”.  This  arrangement,  although  a  delicate  one,  brought  peace 
and  prosperity  to  Ethiopia.  It  combined  Zauditu’s  conservative  outlook  with  Tafari’s 
progressive  and  liberal  policies  thus  strengthening  his  position  with  the  modernist 
younger  generation. 

Externally  Ras  Tafari  succeeded  in  strengthening  his  country’s  relations  with 
foreign  powers.  To  this  end  he  visited  Rome,  Paris,  London,  Egypt  and  Palestine, 
the  first  Ethiopian  ruler  ever  to  travel  abroad.  In  1923  he  succeeded  in  having 
Ethiopia  admitted  into  the  League  of  Nations. 

Meanwhile,  internally,  the  programme  of  progressive  reform  and  cautious 
modernisation  was  being  carried  out  at  a  pace  that  would  not  cause  civil  disturbance 
or  upheaval  and  was  therefore,  of  necessity,  a  slow  one.  One  major  achievement  of 
this  new  political  philosophy  was  the  abolition  of  slavery  in  1924. 

Because  he  was  a  member  of  the  League  of  Nations,  Ras  Tafari  was  able  to  object 
to  the  terms  of  the  Anglo-Italian  agreement  which  had  given  Italy  economic  influence 
in  Western  Ethiopia  in  exchange  for  her  support  of  the  British  idea  of  building  a  dam 
at  Lake  Taua,  which  would  regulate  the  supply  of  water  into  Egypt  and  the  Sudan. 
Ras  Tafari  lodged  an  appeal  against  this  with  the  League  of  Nations  and  he  was 
successful,  the  project  being  adandoned.  By  1928,  the  Ethiopian  Government  had 
concluded  a  new  treaty  of  friendship  with  Italy.  In  the  same  year  there  was  an  un¬ 
successful  Coup  d’etat  by  the  leading  feudal  chiefs.  In  consequence,  the  Empress 
Zaudita  appointed  Ras  Tafari  “negus”  (King)  with  full  political  powers  and  on  her 
death  in  1930  he  was  proclaimed  Emperor,  Haile  Selassie,  (“Might  of  the  Trinity”) 

The  coin  described  under  GM  599  marks  the  occasion  of  Ras  Tafari  ascending  the 
throne. 


OBSERVATIONS  ON  THE  SILVER  THREEPENCE 
OF  THE  REIGN  OF  ELIZABETH  I

Introduction 

The  silver  threepence  made  its  first  appearance  during  the  reign  of  Edward  VI 
when  it  was  struck  in  the  Third  Period  Coinage,  1550-1553.  The  coin  was  next 
struck  by  Elizabeth  I  in  her  Second  Issue,  1561-1582.  Although  the  denomination 
was  only  struck  during  this  one  issue,  it  is  found  that  several  varieties  do  emerge — as 
is  usual  with  hammered  coins.  It  is  found  that  the  legend  is  almost  completely  uniform 
1 568.  Below,  after  observations  of  the  threepence  in  the  British  Museum  Collection, 
are  listed  showing  varieties  in  the  legend,  mint  mark  and  date  etcetera.

A  FOLLIS  OF  ISAAC  COMNENUS  OF  CYPRUS,  1184.91, 
FROM  THE  DI  CESNOLA  COLLECTION 

By  D.  M.  Metcalf 

A  rare  foilis  of  the  twelfth  century  in  the  name  of  an  emperor  Isaac  (Sear’s 
Byzantine  Coins,  1998-9)  has  been  uncertainly  attributed  to  Isaac  II  (1185-95)  or  to 
Isaac  Comnenus,  usurper  in  Cyprus.  Only  one  provenanced  specimen  has  been 
recorded,  from  excavations  at  Curium,  on  the  south-west  coast  of  Cyprus.  A  second 
coin,  published  here,  is  also  from  Cyprus,  and  this  additional  information  strengthens 
the  proposed  attribution.  It  came  from  a  collection  of  coins  assembled  in  Cyprus  by 
L.  P.  di  Cesnola,  chiefly  at  Salamis  (on  the  east  coast,  a  few  miles  north  of  Famagusta) 
in  the  years  1873-79. 

General  di  Cesnola  served  successfully  in  the  Crimean  War  and  the  American 
Civil  War  before  being  appointed  American  consul  in  Larnaka  in  1865,  at  the  age  of 
33.  He  simultaneously  held  the  post  of  Russian  consul.  For  years  he  spent  much  of 
his  time  exploring  the  ancient  sites  of  the  island  and  amassing  a  vast  collection  of 
antiquities.  As  American  consul  he  was  forbidden  by  the  Turkish  authorities  to 
export  his  collection,  but  as  Russian  consul  he  contrived  to  remove  the  greater  part  of 
it  to  London  in  1872. 

Among  fifty-odd  Byzantine  and  Crusader  coins  (which  came  to  light  in  the  late 
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1960’s)  there  were  several  scarce  varieties  with  Cypriot  connections:  a  follis  of 
Alexandretta  from  the  revolt  of  Heraclius;  Heraclian  folles  of  Seleucia  Isauriae  and  of 
Cyprus;  two  trachea  of  Isaac  Comnenus  (both  Sear  1991);  and  a  copper  denier  of 
Jerusalem  of  Gui  de  Lusignan  (1186-92). 

There  are  two  varieties  of  the  follis  in  question,  one  with  the  emperor  on  the  left, 
i.e.  the  iconographically  normal  position,  and  one  on  which  he  is  on  the  right.  The 
latter  seems  to  be  in  the  nature  of  a  “mirror-reversal”,  as  Isaac  holds  the  regalia  in  the 
wrong  hands.  The  normal  variety  occurs  with  a  columnar  inscription  on  the  obverse, 
and  with  a  circular  inscription.

The  Origins  of  Indian  Coinage  by  Michael  Mitchiner  186  pp.  and  9  pi.  £3.50 

Indian  coinage  originated  in  the  complex  of  states  concentrated  along  the  Indus,  Ganges 
and  Narbada  rivers  as  early  as  the  6th  century  b.c.  The  early  history  of  4  dominant  states  that 
issued  the  major  coin  series  is  traced  down  to  the  time  when  they  were  absorbed  into  the 
Empire  of  Chandragupta  Maurya  (c. 321-297  b.c.).  These  4  states  were  Taxila-Gandhara 
astride  the  middle  Indus,  Avanti  centred  on  the  Narbada  valley  and  the  two  kingdoms  of  the 
middle  Ganges  valley,  Kosala  and  Magadha.  Magadha  progressively  acquired  suzerainty  over 
the  Ganges  valley  and  when  it  metamorphosed  into  the  Mauryan  Empire  Chandragupta  and 
his  successors  extended  Mauryan  dominion  from  Kandahar  to  southern  India.  Although  the 
familiar  Magadhan  and  Mauryan  punchmarked  coins  dominate  the  scene  many  other  states 
struck  their  own  local  coin  series.  These  various  series  are  surveyed  in  15  chapters  that  trace  the 
history  of  Indian  coinage  from  its  origins  in  the  6th  century  b.c.  down  to  the  period  following 
the  fall  of  the  Mauryan  Empire  in  the  2nd  century  b.c.  Nine  plates  and  7  maps  illustrate  the 
text  which  contains  several  hundred  line  drawings. 

The  Early  Coinage  of  Central  Asia  by  Michael  Mitchiner  96  pp.  and  14  pi.  £3.00 

The  coins  discussed  in  this  monograph  were  issued  between  the  time  of  Alexander  the 
Great  and  the  Mohammedan  conquest  in  a  region  bordered  by  the  Caspian  Sea  in  the  west,  by 
the  mountains  of  Central  Afghanistan  in  the  south  and  by  the  river  Jaxartes  in  the  east.  This 
was  a  buffer  region  situated  between  the  urbanised  kingdoms  of  the  Iranian-Afghan  plateau 
and  the  nomads  of  the  Central  Asian  steppes.  Discussion  of  the  Sogdian  kingdom  and  of  the 
Choresmian  kingdom  of  the  Dahaean  Scythians  is  prefaced  by  an  analysis  of  the  aramaic  script 
used  on  their  coins.  The  fundamental  political  re-organisation  of  this  area  produced  by  ingress 
of  migrating  Yueh  Chi  in  the  2nd  century  b.c.  is  emphasised  and  the  history  and  coinage  of 
this  people  is  traced  until  some  decades  after  one  of  their  clans  founded  the  Kushan  kingdom 
about  the  time  of  Christ.  Coinage  struck  during  the  early  centuries  a.d.  in  new  Sogdian  and 
Choresmian  kingdoms  is  also  considered.  The  history  and  coinage  of  the  region  is  illustrated 
in  14  plates  and  14  maps. 

The  Multiple  Dirhems  of  Medieval  Afghanistan  by  Michael  Mitchiner  157  pp.  and 

33  pi.  £5.00 

These  large  silver  coins  were  issued  in  northern  Afghanistan  during  the  10th  century  a.d. 
by  the  Samanid  Amirs  and  their  Ghaznavid  successors  in  response  to  the  export  of  much 
silver  to  Scandinavia.  Samanid  and  Viking  spheres  of  trading  influence  met  in  Russia,  in  the 
kingdom  of  the  Volga  Bulghurs,  where  both  Khwarezmians  from  the  east  and  Vikings  from  the 
west  established  trading  stations.  The  Khwarezmians  brought  furs  and  slaves  back  to  the 
Samanid  realm  in  exchange  for  silver  that  the  Vikings  took  to  Scandinavia.  This  massive 
outflow  of  silver  from  the  Samanid  realm  far  exceeded  production  of  new  silver  from  active 
mines  in  the  Hindu  Kush  and  led  both  to  debasement  of  Samanid  currency  and  to  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  these  multiple  dirhems.  They  were  all  struck  at  mints  located  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Hindu  Kush  silver  mines  and  apparently  provided  a  means  of  passing  newly  mined  silver 
rapidly  into  circulation.  The  author  describes  800  of  these  unusual  large  silver  coins  issued  at 
over  a  dozen  mints  during  the  period  932  to  1001  a.d.  (320-392  A.H.).  All  Arabic  inscriptions  are 
reproduced  in  the  text  and  translations  provided.  The  120  catalogued  issues  are  nearly  all 
illustrated  by  coin  photographs  and  the  text  is  amplified  by  tables  and  maps. 
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Countermarks  of  the  Ottoman  Empire,  1880-1922  by  Kenneth  M.  MacKenzie  and 
Samuel  Lachman  56  pp.  with  18  pi.  £4.50 

Shortage  of  small  change  in  the  Turkish  Empire  during  the  latter  part  of  the  19th  century 
led  to  the  introduction  of  remedies  among  which  countermarking  demonetarised  copper 
coinage  for  local  use  assumed  prominence.  Nearly  500  countermarked  coins  are  catalogued  in 
this  monograph.  Greek  countermarks  figure  prominently  in  a  repertoire  that  includes  Arabic 
and  Hebrew  inscriptions  as  well  as  symbols.  A  number  of  Greek  countermarks  were  used  by 
Church  Authorities  on  the  island  of  Thasos.  Other  Greek  and  Arabic  countermarks  were 
applied  at  west  Turkish  and  Lebanese  coastal  villages  with  a  pre-di lection  for  Lesbos  and  the 
adjacent  mainland.  The  Jewish  communities  in  Jerusalem  and  Safad  applied  Hebrew  counter- 
marks.  There  remain  a  substantial  body  of  countermarks  that  cannot  yet  be  attributed  to  a 
particular  issuing  authority.  The  countermarks  are  illustrated  in  some  170  photographs  and  by 
drawings  of  all  varieties  in  the  text.

Medallions  for  heritage  year.  Five  bronze  medallions  featuring  Stonehenge,  Melrose 
Abbey,  Caernarvon  Castle,  Hampton  Court  Palace,  and  Norfolk’s  Berney  Arms  Windmill 
have  been  commissioned  by  the  Environment  Department  to  mark  European  Architectural 
Heritage  Year. — Scarborough  Evening  News,  21th  May,  1975. 

New  issue  to  be  made  of  Manx  coins.  The  Isle  of  Man  Government  is  making  a  new 
issue  of  the  Manx  coins  that  have  brought  in  considerable  profits  for  the  islands’  Treasury  from 
dealers  and  collectors.  But  the  Government  does  not  want  to  see  them  going  into  private 
collections  this  time.  A  spokesman  said  in  Douglas  yesterday:  “They  are  intended  for  everyday 
use  in  the  island  in  the  same  way  as  our  bank-notes.  The  original  decimal  coin  issue  in  1971 
seemed  to  disappear  quickly  into  dealers’  and  collectors’  hands.  But  it  is  hoped  the  new  ones 
will  be  used  by  the  island’s  residents  providing  as  they  do  a  visible  sign  of  our  independence.” — 
Daily  Telegraph,  28th  June,  1975. 

£t  coin  may  be  minted.  A  £1  coin  is  under  consideration  by  the  Royal  Mint  and  the 
Bank  of  England  as  inflation  erodes  the  value  of  the  note  and  shortens  its  useful  life.  The  £ 
is  now  worth  almost  exactly  as  much  in  real  terms  as  the  old  ten-shilling  note  when  it  was 
withdrawn  from  circulation  in  October,  1969.  That  note  was  replaced  by  the  seven-sided  50p 
coin,  which  has  a  much  longer  life  and  is  more  economical.  In  1969  the  average  life  of  a  ten- 
shilling  note  was  about  nine  months,  and  the  cosr  of  printing  it  had  become  rather  high  in 
relation  to  its  value.  The  same  process  is  now  affecting  the  £1  note  as  its  real  value  falls  and 
people  take  less  care  of  it.  Its  average  life  has  fallen  from  19  months  in  1957  to  about  ten  months 
now,  and  the  cost  of  printing  has  also  been  rising. 

The  main  problem  in  introducing  a  £1  coin  is  in  finding  a  suitable  shape  and  size,  sufficiently 
different  from  the  existing  cupro-nickel  coins  without  being  impossibly  bulky. — Daily 
Telegraph,  21st  June,  1975.

Crash  Heroes  Win  Medals.  Four  rescue  heroes  of  London's  Moorgate  Tube  disaster — 
in  which  forty-one  died — get  the  British  Empire  Medal.  They  are  ambulancemen  Ronald 
Perkins  and  Charles  Russell,  fireman  Richard  Furlong,  and  Leyshon  Lougher,  a  London 
Transport  chargehand. — Daily  Mirror ,  14th  June,  1975. 

VC — Very  Clever?  Some  bewilderment  was  expressed  in  Whitehall  this  week  as  to  how 
President  Amin  was  able  to  style  himself  with  Britain’s  highest  gallantry  medals — the  VC, 
DSO  and  MC— in  his  reply  to  the  Queen’s  emissaries.  The  answer  seems  to  be  that  like  Lewis 
Carroll’s  Queen  of  Hearts,  the  President  of  Uganda  is  whatever  he  chooses  to  say  he  is.  And 
this  includes  promoting  himself  from  sergeant  to  general,  a  rank  he  never  held  in  the  British 
army.  There  is  also  no  record  of  President  Amin  having  won  a  VC,  DSO  or  MC  fighting  for 
this  country. — Everting  Standard,  26th  June,  1975. 

Another  honour  for  Lincolnshire  woman.  Just  back  from  a  visit  to  her  native  France 
as  a  guest  of  the  French  Government.  Mrs.  Wanda  Zahorski  must  now  be  one  of  Britain’s  most 
bemedalled  women.  When  she  set  off  on  the  trip,  she  was  already  the  holder  of  the  Croix  de 
Guerre,  her  country’s  second  highest  military  award,  for  her  work  in  the  Resistance  Movement 
during  World  War  II.  The  object  of  the  visit  was  for  her  to  be  presented  with  another  top 
award,  la  Medail  de  Passeures — the  escapers’  medal.  Much  to  Mrs.  Zahorski’s  astonishment, 
she  found  herself  being  presented  with  three  more  medals  for  humanitarian  work  and  more 
diplomas.  It  was  as  an  18-year-old  girl  that  Wanda  joined  an  80-member  strong  resistance 
group  in  the  village  where  she  lived.  They  succeeded  in  helping  hundreds  of  escapees  into 
Free  France  before  being  discovered.  Only  Wanda  and  one  other  member  escaped. — 
Lincolnshire  Echo,  14th  June,  1975.
